S.O, 871(E),—In exercise of the powers con¬ 
ferred by section I8-G of the Industries (Develop¬ 
ment and Regulation) Act, 1951, (65 of 1951), the, 
Central Government hereby makes the following 
order further to amend the Ethyl Alcohol (Price 
Control) Order, 1971, namely : — 

(1 ) T his Order may be caled the Ethyl Alcohol
